patrol of 20 men. The police declare 
the Socialists fired revolvers sit them 
the leaders Inciting the mob to attack 
the patrol, which thereupon fired sev 
eral volleys Into the crowd. Four men 
were' killed and 40 wounded. The 
crowd removed alL but nine of the 
wounded, two of whom were women 
These were taken to the hospital, and 
it is expected "that two or more oi 
them will die. The dead and wounded 
were all Jews. The police made many 
arrests.

VLADIVOSTOK 


Now Threatened by Japanese—Dar.ng 


' Raid of Jap Cavalry—The Rus- 


sians Fall Back. 


_Harbin, April 3.—Native reports 
state that the Japanese are leaving 
before the Russian front only a screen 
capable, with the help of the Mukden 
and Tie pasis fortifications and garri- 
sons, of holding in check General Line- 
vltch, and are transferring the oulk of 
their five armies to Vladivostok by 
means of a -wide movement through 
Mongolia to < Tsitsihar. Considering 
the great distances involved, the plan 
appears too .bold and almost impracti- 
cable. The situation affords an oppor- 
tunity for Russian cavalry, which thus 
far has played an insignificant role, to 
distinguish ftself by ascertaining the 
Japanese Intentions.

Daring Raid of Jap Cavalry. 


With General Kuroki's Army in the 


Field, via Fasan, April 3. —- Two de- 
tachment^ of Japanese cavalry have 
returned to tie army after the most 
extensive and dangerous scouting ex- 
ploit of the war. The detachments 
were sent north early in January un- 
der the leadership of Colonel Naganu- 
ma and Major Sasegawa and num- 
bered each 150 men. Only 100 men of 
each detachment returned. They ex- 
plored the Russian positions west of 
Mukden. 
They 
encountered 
and 


eluded many forces of Russian cavalry 
and pene'rated General Mistchenko's 
line. Then, going northward, they 
crossed the railroad, cntting the road 
and the telegraph line during the bat- 
tle. Afterwards they visited Kirin and 
explored that place, and finally re- 
turned to the army north of Kai Yuan. 


Eneir.y Fell Back.

SITUATION IN HAITI 


Affairs are Now Quiet There—United 


States Cruiser Brooklyn Has 


Arrived. 


Washington, April 3.—Contrary to 


an apprehension that existed in some 
quarters that trouble might occur In 
Port-au-Prince, Haiti on Friday and 
Saturday, a dispatch received at the 
state department from American Min- 
ister Powell reports that affairs were 
quiet there both days. The Syrians, 
over whom it was thought 
trouble 


might occur, kept their stores closed. 
Apr.il 1 was the day originally fixed by 
the Haitian government for the expul- 
sion of the Syrians, but this period 
later was extended to May 15, a fact, 
it is suggested, of which the general 
public was not aware. The cruiser 
Brooklyn, which was sent to Port-au- 
Prince by the navy department when 
the probability of trouble was first dis- 
cussed, has arrived there. 


BBYAffEMAINS 


His Activity in Connection With the 


Organization Movement—Col. 


Bryan is Quoted. 


Lincoln, Neb., April 3.—W. J. Bryan 


In an interview here explained his ac- 
tivity in connection with the organiza- 
tion of the Democratic party. He 
said that the Des Moines meeting Sat- 
urday, like the one held at Topeka, 
Kan., late in February, was to further 
a movement for the organization of 
Democratic clubs, and thereby place 
the machinery of the party in the 
bands of those who meant it well. In 
towa, he said, the same plan had been 
adopted as in Kansas, with both of 
which he -*as in hearty sympathy. 


"Reorganization," said Mr. Bryan, 
:'is hardly the proper way to express 
it, because the party does not need re- 
organization. There is no factional di- 
vision calling .for separate efforts, but 
the movement is to get back to the 
people, to put the radical and progres- 
sive element In more and complete 
control, that there may be united, har- 
monious effort for the campaign of 
.908. 
The purpose is to begin at the 


bottom, letting the rank and file have 
a voice In the national convention by 
writing the platform at home for the 
national convention to ratify." 


In conclusion, Mr. Bryan quotes his 


innouncement of several weeks ago 
tor the organization of the party by 
saying the plan does not rest upon the 
taramount importance of any one 
ssue, but it recognizes the right of the 
Democratic voters to control the pol- 
cy of the party and to determine Its 
position upon public questions.

Crowd at Mouth of Shaft is Forced 


Back Owing to Extreme

Zeigler, III., April 3—It is.now said 


that 50 to 60 men lost their lives in 
this morning's explosion. 
Of those 


who entered the shaft only thre are 
known to have escaped, two being so 
badly injured that they may die. At- 
tempts at rescue are fruitless because 
of the flames from the burning mine. 
There is no way in which to reach the 
entombed miners as all entrances to 
the underground works are blocked 
with debris, which has caved in or has 
been thrust into them by the force of 
the explosion. The exact number of 
men that went into the mine this 
morning is unknown. The checkman 
n charge of the gate reports between 
50 and 60. Smoke is now coming from 
the cracks of the earth, indicating that 
hey have all perished from suffoca- 
tion.

$100,000 to the American Board for 
use in foreign -missionary work. 


In 1810, four 
young 
men, Mills, 


Newell, Nott and Judson, requested 
the Massachusetss general association 
of churches, to further their purpose 
to preach the gospel in foreign lands 
This was gladly done, and thus came 
into existence the 
American Board, 


the first Foreign Missionary Society 
in America. The American Board is 
a corporate body of about 350 mem- 
bers. It elects annually a prudential 
committee of fourteen persons, a pres- 
ident, secretaries and a treasurer ,to 
conduct its business, collecting and 
administering funds for twenty mis- 
sions mainly in eastern Europe and 
Asia. The power of this committee is 
limited ,and it is strictly responsible 
to the board for work entrusted to its 
care. Its members are recognized as 
men of the highest integrity in the 
business world. 
They serve without 


pay. Their financial administration or 
the board is everywhere acknowledged 
as above the slightest suspicion. No 
money given to the board has ever 
been returned to doners Because of 
questions concerning 
their 
moral 


character or business methods. 
This 


noble body of men In their extreme 
need seeking for help, appealed to Mr. 
Rockefeller and he responded to their 
appeal by giving $100,000. 
As soon 


as this became known a"oout thirty 
ministers and laymen met in Boston, 
and in a letter drafted and signed at 
their 
meeting, 
strongly 
protested 


against receiving this money asking 
that'it be refused, and, if already re- 
ceived, returned. 


The question up for discussion now 


is: Is it right to accept money from 
such a man? Is not this money taint- 
ed? 


To begin -with, let us 
understand 


that we are living in a wealth produc- 
ing age. 
It was the estimate of Mr. 


Gladstone that in the first half of the 
19th century as mucli wealth was pro- 
duced as 
the preceding IS centuries 


had handed down, and that as much 
more was created between 1850-1S70. 
In 1820, our natural wealth was less 
than two thousand million dollars. In 
twenty years it doubled, and in forty 
years the increase was eighth fold, in 
the thirty years following 
18CO, we 


created and 
accumulated 
forty-nine 


thousand million 
dollars. 
A ihous 


and million more than 
the 
entire 


wealth of Great Britain. We have to- 
day over one hundred billion dollars 
and all but 5 per cent has been created 
in the last Go years. This wealth is 
flowing into the cities. 
"We are des- 


tined to be a nation of cities. Urban 
-wealth is increasing four times faster 
than rural wealth. More than this.this 
•wealth is fast flowing into the hands 
of a few. 


Another thing to consider, what is 


money? It is a medium, a power, an 
instrument, for good or evil, that de- 
pends upon the owner. 
Money does 


not possess a moral quality. Every- 
thing depends on -what is done with it. 
Money is called currency, because it 
passes to and fro. like a messenger on 
errands of good and evil, it is a mere 
.convenience. 
Money-making 
is 
a 


legitimate business, industry is hones- 
ty and industry wins the penny. To 
own property is not a crime. If there 
is any crime it is in indolence. B 
ed is the man who has a genius for 
making money, the larger Dis success

The rclaiionship of a. man to his mon- 
ey is dftincd by sur-h terms as stew- 
ard, householder, husbandman. What 
shall a man do with his money? 
He 


may board it, like the talent which 
was hid in the napkin; in this case 
he will meet with the disapproval of 
bis Lord—thou slothful 
and 
wicked 


sefvant. lie may squander it, like the 
prodigal, who, having 
obtained 
his 


portion of the inheritance, went and 
spent it in loose living, or like a mod- 
ern prodigal, who, after accumulating 
millions went and gambled it at Monte 
Carlo. 
Or he may hold the money 


subject to the Divine call. This call 
may come to him in many ways, every 
voice of need, every cry of hunger, 
every opporlunit to push forward the 
kingdom of Christ, I sltould look upon 
as the voice of God to him to give. 


Now then, who is Mr. .T. D. Rocke 


feller? The most powerful man in the 
world, because money is power, and he 
is probably the riciiest man in 
the 


world. Before the South African war 
Alfred Beit of Kimberly, was accord- 
ing to an English report, published in 
1900, the worlds' only billionaire. Li 
Hung Chang of China, stood 
second 


with $500,000,000, and .Tohn D. Rocke- 
feller came 
third, 
with $250.000,000, 


but today he is probably the leader of 
the financial world. He is a much- 
eritieized man, his millions attract at- 
tention ,self-appointed critics like to 
write about big things, things like Ni- 
agara Falls or any other source of 
power made fascinating by its possible 
danger.' This man's power is great; 
and therein lies a danger. 
He is so 


great that he could choke industry, 
bring panic, plimge millions into idle- 
ness and despair. Fortunately for the 
world he is not that kind of a man. 
but a quiet, peaceful man, wonderfully 
free from vicious habits or any desire 
to interfere with the ordinary course 
of affairs. 
He is a church member 


and attends Sunday school, delivers 
little sermons at the Sunday school 
and at Y. M. C. A. meetings. 
Wo 


should 
be grateful 
indeed, to 
the 


Christian religion because of the ef- 
fect it has on Mr. Rockefeller, for re- 
member 
when we deal with a man 


of unusual power we must 
consider 


not only those things which he does 
but also tiiose things which he refrains 
from doing. He is a religious man, 
sinrerely so. To call him a hypocrite 


• is to speak unwisely and unfairly. 
It 


is true bis religion does not keep him 
from accumulating great wealth, but 
v;hy should it? 
The possession of 


large wealth is by no means a crime. 
Property is not robbery, and every 
millionaire is not a criminal. This 
man does not gamble. The money he 
takes from the American people is not 
squandered at Monte Carlo. He does 
not squander time and money, health 
, and energy, on the race course and all 
such kindred evils. In his 
religious 


life he sets an 
example to 
every 


wealthy man in the country, and in 
his personal life he refrains from set- 
ting a had example to his fellow cit- 
izens. His money is not a vicious 
force producing depravity. 
He is ex- 


travagant in only one way, giving to 
churches, universities and hospitals. 
He has given about §35,000,000 as far 
as we know. This is not much, how- 
ever, compared 
with 
His 
income. 


Study the careers of 
some 
of 
our 


wealthy men, their stupid, vulgar self- 
fish extravagance maddening the poor, 
destructive of 
public 
morals. 
Mr. 


RockMler takes his millions, tens of 
millions, hundreds of millions, thous- 


I and millions out of the national and 


municipal wealth of the country. But 
he puts those millions back into the 
national 
municipal -wealth of this 


country. 
He owns coal mines. golJ 


| mines, copper mines, steamship lines, 


railroads, pipe lines, oil wells, every- 
thing valuable. That is because as he 


gathers in his millions he puts them 
back into 
human 
work. 
He 
pays 


thousands, tens of thousands of men 
who are digging, building, hauling and 
other work. 
He does not pay those 


millions out to lackie.s, gamblers and 
disipputable people. 


1 am not defending Mr. Rockefeller. 


I am only saying some things that we 
all should know, things that critics 
seemingly like to forget. It is wrong 
to magnify a man's faults and minim- 
ize his virtues. Nor do I speak of the 
merits or demerits of the great Stani 
ard Oil company. 
Many of the men 


hearing me tonight are more familiar 
w i t h its ways of working than I am. 
Wo do not need to discuss this ques- 
tion at all. 


The question then is, shall we ac- 


cept this gift or shall we reject it? 
Men of equal character and intellect 
are arrayed on both sides. So far as 
I am able to ascertain, there seems to 
be but one objection to receiving the 
money, namely, it is tainted money, 
gotten from the people wrongly and is 
therefore ihcir money and not his. 


Permit me to suggest some reasons 


why this gift 
should be 
accepted: 


First. 
Because Mr. Rockefeller is a 


member in good standing of a sister 
denomination. He is a member of the 
Euclid Avenue Baptist church, Cleve- 
land, Ohio. It is to say the least, a 
mark of disrespect for us to reflect on 
the character of such a man. Should 
not his own church and denomination 
know him best? and if any investiga- 
tion of his character is 
called 
for 


should it not begin with them and not 
with us? 


Second. I would accept the gift be- 


cause the prudential committee asked 
for it, and it is given without a string 
unconditionally. He does not ask for 
a vote of approval by the board, noi 
does he ask them to go into partner- 
ship with him. 
In either case they 


would have refused. He rflmplv says\ 
"I 
realize that certain branches of 


missionary work seriously need help, 
and I request you as the one agent 
who can do it to the best advantage 
to place this money where it will do 
the most sood." 


We greatly need it, it comes at an 


opportune moment. It will be a great 
blessing. 
I would accept ti because 


no one knows the history of a dollar. 
It is tainted—that is a strong term; 
who can say what dollar is not? Sup- 
pose he made some of his money dis- 
honestly; it is unreasonable to sup 
pose that he made It 
all thus, 
to 


which does this belong the honest or 
dishonest pile: 
I would accept it be 


cause if we reject this gift, should v,-c 
not also reject the gifts of Mr. Carne- 
gie, and Dr. Pierson ,and all such 
doners: nay, to be honest we would be 
compelled to reject 
the 
money of- 


many givers in all our churches, for 
who can say bow all the money is 
made? 


Now, for the sake of greater empha- 


sis, suppose that Mr. Rockefeller made 
his money dishonestly; is it not time 
that this great wealth was doing some 
good? Has it not been doing ill loug 
enough? 


Dr. Gladden says: 
"Let his money 


perish with him." 
Dr. Gladden 
is 


surely wise enough to know that the 
one thing that does not perish in this 
material world is money. The owner 
will die, but his money will live long 
after he is gone. No, if the money 
were stolen we might return it to its 
rightful owners! if this were impossi- 
ble then we might confiscate it but 
this would be bad political economy 
There yet remaineth one thing to do 
accept it and use it to the best possi- 
ble advantage. This man "oecause ol 
his money is a power. 
Suppose lie 


should consecrate his wealth to the 
doing of evil, supporting the 
liquor 


traffic, the dens of vice and crime, to 
the undermining of the home, would 
it not be a calamity? 
His influence 


would be so great that it would be a 
moral earthquake. 
But, thank heav- 


en, he is doing nothing of the kind. 
Suppose on the other hand, God is 
speaking to this man. laying it upon 
his heart to give .and with his mighty 
millions he should support the King 
doni of Heaven, what a glorious thing 
it would be. Were it given to me to 
speak to Mr. Rockeller on this matter 
I shonhlvsay: 
How you have made 


your money I cannot tell: you may 
have made it honestly, or dishonestly 
I do not know. I wish you had made 
it all honestly: that is past: you have 
it. you must do something with it It 
is a power. 
In the name of humanity 


and the God you worship, do not dc 
evil. 
But, Mr. Rockefeller,

ally prevented the overflow of a tor- 
rent of hot water and which was Sun- 
day opened for the first time. 
The 


weather at the entrance to the tunnel 
was springlike, though the surround- 
ing mountains were covered 
with 


snow; but once inside the temperature 
Decame high. The train from the Ital- 
ian end was the first to reach the iron 
door, but a little later the train from 
the Swiss was heard on the other side 
of the door. There was a brief time 
spent in communicating through the 
door by means of hammering, and 
finally the door was knocked down 
amidst frantic applause and cries of 
"Long live Switzerland" and "Long 
live Italy." 


Four Killed In a Wreck. 


Branchville, S. C., April 3.—As a re- 


sult of a serious wreck on this division 
of the Southern railway, a few miles 
below Branchville, near a small lum- 
ber station called Badham, four per- 
sons are dead. 
The through freight 


from Columbia to Charleston and the 
fast passenger train from Charleston 
to Columbia collided at Badham. There 
was a very dense fog at the time. It 
is asserted that Freight Engineer 
Reed's watch was 30 minutes slow, 
and that this was the direct cause of 
the wreck. The known dead: Tom 
Conlin, engineer on passenger, whose 
body is mashed into an almost unrec- 
ognizable mass, with one arm cut off, 
the hand of which was still grasping 
the emergency bralie; 
Stokes, a 


white brakeman; Adams and Stephen- 
son, negro brakemen. Freight Engi- 
neer Arthur Reed has both legs bro- 
ken, besides severe internal injuries, 
and can not possibly live. 


Wage Contract Expired.

the Amalgamated 


Assoaiation of Street and Electric Rail- 
way Employes expired March 31. For 
the present, however, there will be no

TAILORS' STRIKE IS SETTLED. 


Newark Employers Signed New Scale by Noon Monday so 


The Fifty-Seven People Who Quit in the Morning 


All Returned to Work, 


At Saturday night's meeting or tiic 


tailors' union, the members voted to 
strike lor a slight increase la prices 
pui'l lor nuking coals, trousers 
and 


vests, and in accordance with this de- 
cision ol tlie union, all members of the 
organization, whose employers refuse 
to SIKH (lie new rat^ bill, walked out 
of their respective .shops at 8 o'clock 
Monday morning. 


The new rate bill calls lor an in- 


crease ol 50 cents on coats, 25 cents 
on pants and vests made of certain 
kinds of material. This the employers 
refuse to pay, hence the disagreement 


The increase amounts to but one dol- 


lar on an entire suit made of mater- 
ials spccilied, and this material is not 
often made in making men's clothing. 
So the matter &itts down to a peculiar 
situation, viz.: the merchants put up 
a bluff which is called by their work- 
men, 
and the same kind ot bluff put 


up by the workmen, is called by the 
eraplojeis. 


President Eilbor of the local union, 


plated that several merchants are will- 
ing to sign the rate bill, but each one 
is holding out until "the other fellow" 
signs first. 
Indeed one or two firms 


are already paying 
their 
workmen 


more than the new bill calls for, but 
still refuse to &ign the bill until some 
other merchant takes the initiative. 


The chief grievance ot the 
mer- 


chants, seems to be that they don't 
care to allow the workmen to gain a 
victory. 
The members of the union 


claim that Newark tailors are poorer 
paid than in any town the size of New- 
ark or smaller. The local tailors are 
paid $1.25 for making pants, where Mt. 
Vernon and Delaware tailors receive 
?1.50 
and 51.75.

that the same rates are paid now that 
were paid fifteen jears ago, and that

Several mer- 
chants have already expressed then in- 
tentions ot signing the rate bill, saying 
that they c.ui not afford to have the 
strike at this time. 


Several merchants were interviewed 


Monday by a reporter, who was told 
that the bill was signed at 31 o'clock 
by all but two of the employers. This 
would indicate that the strikers would 
win out in their fight. Another stated 
that he •"••ould not sign the bill and 
that the tailors would be the losers. 
"We have tried to arbitrate with the 
workmen and they have ignored our 
propositions so the employers will 
stick together and win out," said a 
well-known merchant Monday. 


"If we have to pay eight dollars for 


a skeleton coat we will have to quit 
making them," said one man. "The 
class of goods the men want an in- 
crease on will turn all the lower priced 
merchant tailoring trade to the ready- 
made dealers and the workmen will be 
the losers in the end.'

The case of 
Oliver Holtsberry vs. Jbinsle/ Bounds 
et al, was very warmly cor/Lested in 
the Circuit court, and that court has 
just announced, its decision. The suit 
was brought asking for un injunction 
to restrain the closing up b>" tlie de- 
fendants of a right of way from the 
public road over the Bounds land at 
the reservoir. 
The Fickle or Holts- 


berry land as it Is called, was patented 
in 1854 from the U. S. land office at 
Chillicothe, tor Alfred Fickle, by the 
late Wflliam Stanberry ot this city, 
just six hours before Jackson Bounds 
wentn into the office to enter the same 
piece of land, and this under the ad- 
ministration of Franklin Pierce, then 
President of the United Spates. Ther« 
has been a dispute over this right of 
way for many years, it bein? claimed 
that this right of way existed before 
the land was patented, and had been 
in constant use before that time. The 
court 
found that the plaintiff, 
and 


those under whom he claims title, have 
used, without let or hindrance, a right 
of way oviCr and across the premises 
of the defendants trom his property to 
the public road, for a penca largely in 
excess of 21 years next preceding the 
commencement of the action; that the 
way was well defined and ofone gen- 
ehal course and to definite and certain 
objective points; that over a portion 
of the way, detours were made around 
mudholes «.nd bad places in the road. 
and- fallen trees; and that in 
some 


places as many as four or five distinct 
wagon tracks, parallel' with each other, 
run a distance of from one to two hun- 
dred feet; and these various wagon 
tracks have been used at will, without 
let or hindrance for a period of about 
45 years, but that the right of way 
was subject at all times to gates at 
the entrance to the wods lot and at the 
fence separating the woods lot from 
the pasture lot and. at" the public road. 
The read is allowed' £0 be used along 
the general course of tra^l. fifteen 
feet wide, and that being in conformi- 
ty to those portions of the road where 
there is but one track, with a condition 
to the enjoyment of the easement flat 
the gates be kept closed. The court1 


found that there is an easement over 
said lands of the defendants, appurte- 
nant to the lands oTThe plaintiff, and 
that he is entitled to use and enjoy the 
same, subject to tlie condition as to 
the gates. Judge Taggart rendered a 
dissenting opinion, holding that the 
user by plaintiff and those through

Joseph Giorgetti and Joseph Fritz, 


both well-known 
business 
men of 


Newark and natives of Italy, returned 
Sunday night from their native coun- 
try after a visit of several months in 
the land of perpetual summer. 


To a reporter for The Advocate, Mr. 


Giorgetti stated that he was glad to 
get back to the United States and that 
he was compelled to stay aw4y longer 
than was his intention. In explaining 
his detention in Italy by the Italian 
government, Mr. Giorgetti said that it 
was for service in the army that he 
vas held. He served three years in 
the king's service and obtained a 
passport to come to the United States. 


Fifteen years ago, while living at 


Wilmington, Del., he received notice 
Irom the government officials to re- 
port to the commander again for ser- 
vice. Not caring to return to Italy, 
he ignored the orders. 
Hence when 


he landed in the country last Febru- 
ary, government spies immediately no- 
tified their officers of his presence in 
Italy. He stated that he was not con- 
fined to prison, but was held under sur- 
veillance by the army officers. 


As soon as Mayor Crilly's papers 


were receh ed stating that the man was 
a citizen of the United States, he was 
given his liberty at once. He states 
that his papers were of great value to 
him in New York City in .dentifying 
himself at the detention office of the 
immigration officials. 


As a mark of appreciation for May- 


or Crilly's prompt action in preparing 
the proper credentials, Mr. Giorgetti 
presented the mayor with a fine Meer- 
schaum pipe which he purchased in 
Italy. 


Mr. Giorgetti and Mr. Fritz, together 


with Giorgetti's two nephews and two 
young girls, daughters of friends in It- 
aly, sailed from Havre on March 25. 
on the steamship Lorraine, arriving in 
New York City. April 1.

Mt. Vernon, O., April :',.—A meeting 


of the Mt. Vernon board ot" trade was 
lield in the office of the secretary, R. 
M. Greer, to listen to a proposition 
submitted by Messrs. J. M. Ickes and 
C. L. Sturgeon of Newark, in regard 
to a glass plant locating in our city. 


The meeting was presided over by 


Hon. 
Frank Moore, Messrs. Isaac 


Rosenthall, Frank Harper, R. M. 
Greer, L. G. Hunt and Harry Devlin 
being in attendance. 
After the meet- 


ing had b^en called to order Mr. Ickes 
was asked to submit the proposition, 
for which the meeting had been called. 


Mr. Ickes stated that he was repre- 


senting a corporation 
comprised of 


three glass factories, that were in the 
market for a location. He stated that 
the three factories, wanted to consol- 
idate and would employ 
350 people 


and that their pay roll would amount 
to $25,000 per month, and that they 
would enter into contract to this effect. 


Mr. Ickes stated that the class of 


people employed in this kind 
of a 


factory would 
differ 
from 
the aver- 


age glass blower and that they would 
all be skilled labors. He said that it 
would be necessary for these laborers 
to move their families here, and that 
they would bring in the neighborhood 
of about two hundred families. 


This corporation, Mr. Ickes 
said, 


wants a bonus of $15,000 and five acres 
of land, and that they would enter in- 
to a contract to remain in the city 
for ten years, employing 350 men, ana 
if sucb bonus and land could be se- 
cured, that they would build immedi- 
ately and have their plant in opera- 
tion for the fall fire. 


It was decided to have a lot sale in 


order to raise this bonus, Mr. Ickes 
being instructed to get an option on 
some land, lying south of the city 
and to report at a meeting to be 
held next Thursday evening in the 
K. of P. armory. 


It is the plan of the board to con- 


duct this lot sale in a different man- 
ner from others held in this city, 
namely, that the lots sold be locat- 
ed in the neighborhood of the plant, 
where they will increase in value as 
the factory increases. 


After this land is secured, five acres 


will be laid off for the factory and 
the remaining acres, if any remain, 
will be used for building lots. These 
lots to be sold at average of ?150, thus 
raising ?30,000 which will 
pay 
the 


bonus, the cost of the land,, and cur- 
rent expenses -which will be necessary 
to conduct sucb an undertaking. 


The proposition seems to be a good 


one and there is an excellent chance 
for Mt. Vernon to secure a good plant. 
The meeting to be held in the armory 
next Thursday evening to advance this 
project should be largely attended and 
the efforts of all should be put forth 
in an endeavor to secure the industry.
